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Few  of  us  realize  that  the  Mansion 
House,  rising  so  sedately  above  the 
beautiful  campus,  has  looked  down 
upon  Dumracr  boys  for  more  than 
six  generations.  Built  by  Lieutenant- 
Governor  Dummer  in  1718  as  a  sum- 
mer home  in  aristocratic  Byfield,  it 
has  gradually  become  the  center  of 
the  group  of  buildings  that  make  up 
this  Academy.  Ever  since  the  Gover- 
nor willed  that  the  house  and  adjoin- 
ing grounds  should  be  used  as  the 
foundation  for  a  boys'  school,  the 
Masters  of  the  Academy  have  used 
the  Mansion  as  their  home  during 
their  stay  here.  Some  of  the  boys 
were  allowed  to  room  in  the  upper 
regions  of  the  building  then  as  now. 
In  the  olden  times  this  was  an  honor 
greatly  sought  after.  Let  us  hope 
the  present  inhabitants  realize  their 
privili 

Mansion  was  in  such  need  of 
repair  in  1897  that  it  was  necessary 
to  make  a  complete  renovation.  It 
red  to  keep  t>"  original 
ranee  of  the  house  as  much  as 
was  possible.  Therefore  the  most 
skilled  architects  were  engaged  and 
so  successful  were  their  efforts  that 
the  Mansion  House  as  we  see  it  to- 
day is  almost  the  identical  Mansion 
House  of  Governor  Dummer.  Even 
the  original  bricks  which  were  im- 
ported from  England  were  retained 
in  the  foundations  and  are  there  to 
this  day. 

A-  a  model  of  Colonial  architecture 
the  Mansion  is-  a  source  of  much  in- 
ially  to  architects  and 
artists.  The  front  door  is  very  cur- 
ious. It  is  ornamented  around  the 
sides  with  bunches  of  grapes,  hand- 
carved  and  very  finely  wrought. 
There  is  not  another  doorway  just 
like  it  in  the  entire  country  to  our 
knowledge. 

Inside  the  building  the  same  beauty 
of  construction  exists.  The  panelling 
in  the  lower  rooms  has  caused  much 
comment.  These  were  so  carefully 
copied  when  the  house  was  renovated 
■that  they  are  exactly  the  same  as  the 
originals.  Upon  these  panels  hang 
the  pictures  of  the  Governor  and  his 
wife.  These  persons  are  as  much  a 
part  of  the  house  as  the  famous  door- 
way and  it  is  pleasant  to  imagine 
them  moving  about  the  large  rooms, 
entertaining  aristocratic  colonists  in 
knee-breeches  and  powdered  wigs. 
,Most  of  us  are  familiar  with  the 
noble  visage  of  the  Governor.  One 
Would  never  suspect  when  viewing 
Lady  Dummer's  plain  countenance 
•that  she  was  the  cause  of  a  duel 
fought  by  two  gentlemen  upon  the

A  few  days  ago  school  opened. 
Now  the  mid-year  exams  are  gone, 
ing  behind  their  trail  of  sorrow 
and  suffering.  How  many  enthusias- 
tic hopes  and  expectations  have  fal- 
len by  the  wayside  thus  far.  How 
much  we  were  to  do  and  still  find 
undone. 

Tomorrow,  or  the  day  after,  is 
Commencement.  The  achievements  of 
a    year-    will  orded.     Under    a 

few  names  will  be  a  lengthy  record 
of  worth  while  accomplishment.  Un- 
der others  many  more,  the  records 
will  be  brief  and  in  large  part  disap- 
pointing. Under  others  the  records 
will  be  quite  bare — convincing  testi- 
mony of  wasted  hours  and  opportuni- 
ties, to  lack  of  pride  of  school  and 
respect  of  self.

Owing  to  the   fact  that  our   school 
J  library  is  necessarily  used  as  a  class 
room  as  well  as  a  library  and  is  kept 
open  most  of  the  time  Mr.  Faust  and 
the    Assistant    librarians    are    having 
I  considerable  difficulty  in  its  manage- 
|  ment.     Certain   students  violate  rules 
by   going  in    when   the  library  is  not 
ifficially  open   and  taking  out  books 
without,   of   course,   having  them   re- 
■  irded    at    all      As    long    as    this    is 
done,    there   will    be   certain    books   al- 
ways   (in    the    "lost"    list.     And    since 
our  books  are  so  few  and  the  required 
reading  for  English  work  is  so  great, 
it    is   necessary     that     the     librarian 
know   wh(  re   every     book      is   all      the 
time. 

Another  rule  which  is  violated  by 
careless  students  is  the  failure  to  pay 
the  assessment  for  over-drawn  books 
when  it  is  announced  to  them.  As 
is  the  case  in  all  libraries  everywhere 
a  small  charge  is  made  per  day  when 
a  book  is  kent  out  overtime.  In  our 
library  the  charge  is  two  cents  a  day. 
Students  are  supposed  to  know  when 
they  have  had  their  books  out  two 
weeks  and  are  expected  then  to  re- 
turn the  book  or  have  it  renewed,  or 
pay  the  fine  that  Is  due.  It  is  too 
much  to  expect  the  librarian  to  hunt 
the  students  up  and  collect  their  mon- 
ey. This  responsibility  belongs  to  the 
students  who  have  books  out.  The 
library  is  open  each  Monday,  Wed- 
nesday, and  Friday  evening  from 
7:00  to  0:00  P.  M.

Many  weird  tales  centre  about  the 
Mansion  House  and  its  former  in- 
habitants. It  is  said  that  at  mid- 
night on  the  evening  of  the  full  moon 
in  August  the  stately  figure  of  Gov- 
1  ernor  Dummer  mounted  upon  a  milk- 
white  horse  ascends  the  broad  stair- 
case of  the  House  as  though  review- 
ing his  old  quarters.  Upon  reaching 
the  third  story  the  gallant  steed 
turns  and  gallops  noiselessly  down 
and  out  the  front  door  onto  the 
lawn. 

In  the  rear  of  the  Mansion  House 
away  up  under  the  eaves  is  a  tiny 
attic.  Here  the  Governor's  African 
slaves  were  kept  in  confinement.  Un- 
til a  few  years  ago  the  chains,  by 
which  refractory  servants  were 
forced  to  stand  up  during  the  long 
night  watches,  might  be  seen.  On 
windy  nights  the  souls  of  the  de- 
parted slaves  were  said  to  return  and 
occupy  again  the  chains  which  they 
clanked  with  ominous  clamor. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many 
legends  concerning  the  famous  house.
